The 1992 University of Arizona 
Wildcats will be remembered for a 
brilliant defense that led the nation in 
points allowed (just 8.9 points per 
game). 

With eight of 11 starters back from 
that stingy defensive unit, there are high 
hopes in Tucson that this will be a 
special year. It might be simply a matter 
of producing enough offense to bring 
home a Pac-10 title. 

But back to the defense once again. 
The Cats have one player who has 
achieved All-America status and 
another one knocking on the door. 

Senior noseguard Rob Waldrop is 
winding up a remarkable career. This 6- 
2, 274-pounder from Horizon High 
School in Scottsdale had 22 tackles 


behind the line of scrimmage and 10 
sacks in '92. He totaled 55 stops 
altogether. 

The awards came pouring in. He won 
all-conference honors. He was an AP 
and UPI All-American. He was one of 
three finalists for the Outland Trophy, 
which recognizes the nation's 
outstanding lineman. 

Right behind Waldrop is another 
Arizona product on the verge of 
greatness. Junior inside linebacker Sean 
Harris (6-3, 251) hails from Tucson 
High. He has turned into a brick wall in 
the middle of the Wildcat defense. 


Last fall, Harris contributed 71 
tackles, 11 stops behind the line of 
scrimmage and two interceptions. Asa 
sophomore, he won second-team all-Pac- 
10 accolades. 

Although Waldrop and Harris are the 
headliners, the remainder of the Wildcat 
defense packs a powerful punch. Coach 
Dick Tomey has regulars like DT Jim 
Hoffman (6-4, 283), DE Tedy Bruschi 
(6-1, 258), ILB Brant Boyer (6-2, 232), 
SS Brandon Sanders (5-10, 170) and FS 
Tony Bouie (5-10, 188) to keep 
everything going in the right direction. 
The outside backers — junior Akil 
Jackson (6-1, 234) and senior Shawn 
Jarrett (6-4, 230) — are new, but they 
definitely have great talent. 

The corners should be junior Mike 
Scurlock (5-11, 195), converted from a 
linebacker slot, and senior Jey Phillips 
(6-2, 183). 

To be fair, Arizona did lose some 
great defenders - DT Ty Parten, DE 
Jimmie Hopkins, OLB Richard Maddox, 


Sophomore defensive end Tedy Bruschi has 
already established himself as an asset to 
the great Wildcat defense. 
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Sean Harris could be as good as any 
linebacker every to play at Arizona. He had 
71 tackles a year ago. 


OLB Jamal Lee, CB Keshon Johnson and 
CB Darryl Morrison. Johnson was an all- 
conference performer. 

Despite that, most everyone believes 
the Cats’ defense will be solid as a rock 
again. 

Offensively, Tomey has made it 
known that the passing game will have 
to be a bigger part of the Arizona attack. 
That's fine with Dan White, a transfer 
from Penn State who is likely to take 
over at quarterback. 

White, a sophomore, has good size (6- 
5, 212) and a strong arm. He has fine 
receivers in wideouts Troy Dickey (6-3, 
226), Terry Vaughn (5-9, 181) and tight 
end Roderick Lewis (6-5, 251), all 
seniors. Dickey grabbed 28 passes for 395 
yards last year. Vaughn managed 23 for 
311. 

It will still be run first and pass second 
though, so the Wildcats will need a good 
supply of running backs. No problem. 


Junior Ontiwaun Carter has amassed over 1,300 yards rushing in his first two seasons. If 


he continues at this pace, he'll soon be one of the most prolific runners in Wildcat history. 


Junior Ontiwaun Carter (5-11, 182) 
has scampered for over 1,300 yards in his 
first two years in Tucson. He'll be a force 
again this year. 

Senior Billy Johnson (5-10, 200) is 
very versatile and has battled through a 
number of injuries to play well for 
Arizona. He played fullback last year, 
when he finished with over 500 yards 
rushing. 

Junior Chuck Levy (6-1, 197) earned 
all-Pac-10 honors as a freshman, but he 
has has some knee problems since. Levy 
had surgery last February and he's due for 
a big year in '93. Despite everything, he 


still collected over 400 yards on the 
ground last season. 

Others will make their presence felt 
too. Redshirt frosh Gary Taylor and 
Lamont Lovett could shine and Tomey 
will find somebody at fullback to clear a 
path for his scatbacks. 

The offensive line will feature OG 


Warner Smith (6-2, 283), but OT Paul 


Stamer (6-4, 260), OG Eric Johnson (6- 
1, 270) and C Mani Ott (6-2, 255) are 
also returning starters. Others competing 
for playing time are Pulu Poumele (6-3, 


300), Mu Tagoai (6-4, 300), Hicham El- 


Troy Dickey should be a key factor if the 
Wildcats throw the ball more this year. At 
6-3 and 226 pounds, he can be an over- 
powering receiver. 


Mashtoub (6-3, 275), Mike Ciasca (6-6, 
291) and JC transfer Bryan Hand (6-5, 
295). 

Junior Steve McLaughlin (6-1, 171) 
and freshman Matt Peyton (6-1, 180), 
both from Sahuaro High in Tucson, will 
vie for punting and placekicking duties, 
while Levy and Vaughn will do some 
damage returning kicks.

SOARING AT A HIGH LEVEL 


Detroit Lion QB Rodney Peete, Minnesota Viking TE Steve Jordan and Phil 


adelphia Eagle LB Byron Evans were 


three of a record 28 Arizona schoolboy products in the National Football League last season.

The odds are stacked against you. 
According to the National Federation of 
High School Sports, close to one million 
teenagers play high school football each 
year. Just over 40,000 make college 
varsity teams. 

But only 150 of those college players 
make NFL rosters. In other words, just to 
be safe, get a college education. Just in 
case the pros overlook your outstanding, 
hidden talent. 

"The odds against a high school 
senior playing football in the NFL are 
roughly 1,000 to one," says Fred Mares of 
the National Federation, located in 
Kansas City. 


To be exact, one out of every 1,233 
schoolboy players lands in the NFL. 

But something is wrong in Arizona. 

According to the Arizona 
Interscholastic Association, the state's 
governing body, exactly 12,593 
youngsters — at all levels — played 11- 
man football in 144 schools. Exactly 505 


played 8-man ball at 20 different schools. 


That's 13,098 players in 1992. 

But 28 former Arizona high school 
products played in the NFL last fall (see 
chart), a single-season record for the 
Grand Canyon State. If no more than 
two drop out in 1993, and newcomers 
Michael Bates (Seattle Seahawks), 
Richard Griffith (New England 
Patriots), Kevin Miniefield (Detroit 
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Lions) and Ty Parten (Cincinnati 
Bengals) hook on - not to mention free 
agents — Arizona could have 30-plus 
schoolboys in the NFL for the first time 
ever. 

"That really surprises me," adds 
Mares, editor of the Federation's 
national record book. "To have less than 
200 high schools produce that many pro 
players is unique." 

All 28 players didn't graduate in the 
same year, and all 13,000 high school 
participants aren't varsity players. More 
than half were junior varsity and 
freshmen, making Arizona's mark more 
amazing. In other words, based on 
participation alone, Arizona high 
schools should have no more than one 


dozen players in the NFL in any given 
season. 

But they had 28 in 1992! 

"[ was really surprised at football in 
the Phoenix and Tucson areas," says 
Tom Holmoe, a Stanford assistant who 
recruits Arizona. "They play great ball in 
Phoenix. One of the best football cities 
in the country. Top to bottom the 
leagues are tough. It's just a great football 
state —a real fruitful area. But it's no 
secret." 

To recruiters like Holmoe, size and 
population are no barriers. Last spring, 
Stanford signed the Arizona player of the 
year, Brophy Prep running back Mike 
Mitchell, and Glendale receiver Alistair 
White, a player the Cardinal think is a 
real steal. 

"But every school looks for players to 
fit their system," adds Holmoe. "Because 
of our academic requirements, we are 
forced to recruit nationally. Phoenix is a 
hot spot. In more ways that one." 

One local mentor who has coached 
more than his share of college material is 
Mountain Pointe's Karl Kiefer, winner of 
more than 200 games in the high school 
ranks. "Phoenix has grown such, that 


every year there are 10 kids, no less, who 
can play at Arizona State's level," insists 
Kiefer. "Some colleges have that figured 
out. Some haven't." 

According to Gary Wright of the 
Seattle Seahawks, since the New York 
Giants signed Phoenix Union's Cecil 
"Brute" Mulleneaux in 1932, close to 
200 Arizona high school products have 
played professional football in Canada or 
the United States. 

Here are interesting facts regarding 
the current crop: 

# Of last year's crop of 28, only nine 
played college football at ASU; but 
that's two more than played for those 
Cats down the road... 

# More Arizona kids (28) dotted NFL 
rosters than did Sun Devils (20);
